Applicant was required to elect one species for each of A-D. In other words, Applicant was required to elect: either an elongated 
material or a planar material; and one of a glass, a plastic, a ceramic, a semiconductor, or a metallic material; and one of a metal, a 
metal oxide, a dielectric, a superconductor, a magnetic, a ceramic, a polymer, or a biological material; and either a dynamically 
varying or static temperature gradient. 

Applicant's reply states: "applicant elects Species A." which neither specifies whether the substrate is elongated or planar, nor 
speaks to the other species listed in the Office action mailed 15 May 2010.
